HOLLYWOOD  (RNS)  _  Pro 
ducers  of  a  motion  picture  on 
an  evangelist  said  hare  “there  is 
absolutely  no  connection  be- 
tv/een  our  story  and  the  life  of 
BiUy  Graham.” 

The  film  has  two  “working 
titles”  —  “The  Spellbiildef  ”  and 
“The  Moneychanger.” 

George  G^ass  and  Walter  Selt 
zer,  spokesmen  for  Pennebaker, 
Inc.,  the  producers,  said  the 
“idea  that  The  Moneychanger’ 
is  based  on  Mr.  Graham  is  the 
most  disturbing  of-  misconcep¬ 
tions.” 

They  w*re  replying  to  a 
charge  made  last  September  by 
an  official  of  the  Council  of 
Churches  of  Greater  Camden  (N. 
J.')  that  the  movie  might  be  a 
“take-off  on  BiUy  Graham."  The 
Rev.  Samuel  A.  Jeannes,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary,  at  that  time  urg¬ 
ed  local  congregations  to  pro¬ 
test  the  Hollywood  film. 

Mr.  Jeannes  said  that  “Mar¬ 
lon  Brando  is  planning  a  film 
about  a  handsome  young 
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WASHIIJgTON  —  (BP)  — 
Jesuit  proposals  for  federal  aid 
to  all  education,  if  they  repre¬ 
sent  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
as  a  whole,  could  doom  any  fed¬ 
eral  aid  program.

Jesuit  "college  presidOBts  an¬ 
nounced  their'  proposal  that 
money  in  the  Eisenhower  ad¬ 
ministration’s  current  program 
for  federal  aid  for  scientifie 
education  be  <}istributad  across 
the  board  to  all  educational  lo- 
stltutions. 

Poinia  To  Question 

Speaking  in  favor  of  federal 
aid  to  education  but  against  aid 
to  private  and  sectarian  schools, 
the.  Post  editorial  said;  “Their 
(the  Jesuit)  support  of  federal 
aid  to  private  schools  is  disa^ 
trous  and  could,  if  they  speak 
for  the  Catholic  Church  as  a 
whole,  irretrievably  doom  any 
federal  aid  program.”

An  estimated  20,000  other  per¬ 
sons  were  turned  away  at  the 
first  rally,  which  drew  more 
tjj^im  30,000,  the  largest  crowd 
evOT  gathered  for  any  event  in 
the  history  of  Jamaica. 

When  Mr.  Graham  called  for 
"Decisions  for  Christ”  at  the 
end  of  his  first  night’s  sermon, 
thousands  of  Hands  were  raised. 
A  spokesman  for  the  evangelist 
said  a  count  was  impossible.  At 
his  second  rally,  some  1,600  “de¬ 
cisions”  were  made.  Both  ser¬ 
vices  wercTbroadcast  to  the  en¬ 
tire  island.

The  full  listings  will  be  published  in 
The  Baptist  Record  next  week. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Joe  T.  Odle,  plans  will  be 
implemented  to  step-up  the  number  of  baptisms  both  this 
year  and  in  195i9.  Southwide  Simultaneous  Revivals  are 
scheduled  for  next  year — March  15-29, 1959  in  South  Missis¬ 
sippi,  and  April  12-16  in.

ISAIAH  SPEAKS 
TO  RURAL  FOLK 


Flattered

FORT  WORTH/  Tex.— Recent¬ 
ly  I  have  been  reading  the  book 
of  Isaiah  with  tfie  particular 
purpose  of  discovering  how 
much  of  the  message  of  Isaiah 
was  directed  to'  town  and  coun¬ 
try  people,  or  how  much  of  it 
was  expressed  in  typical  rural 
language.  I  was  the  naore  inter¬ 
ested  in  this  because  it  has  been  j 
said  so  frequently  that  Isaiah 

f  as  a  city  man.  He  was  a  very 
rincely  young  man,  in  fact,  he 
may  have  been  of  rdyal  blood. 
He  lived  in  Jerusalem.  His  min¬ 
istry  was  mostly  in  Jerusalem 
and  he  had  unusually  intimate 
dealings  with  kings  of  Judah. 

Isaiah  had  an  alert  vision  of 
International  affairs.  He  was 
constantly  speaking  in  terms  of 
the  relationship  of  the  nation 
to  neighboring-  i^ioga.  He  was  . 
well  posted  on  aH  wo?1d  affairs  i 
of  his  day. 

I  was  therefore,  greatly  sur¬ 
prised  when  I  found  that  every 
chapter  except  two  in  the  book 
of  Isaiah  has  some  reference  to 
rural  life.  In  sixty-four  of  the 


ment  in  the  nation  of  Judah. 
Through  this  rural  parable,  Isa¬ 
iah  made  clear  God's  broken 
heart  over  the  disobedience  of 
his  people. 

When  Isaiah  wanted  to  ex¬ 
press  God's  blessings  upon  the 
nation,  he  prophesied  that  the 
land  should  bring  forjh  an  a-  i 
bundant  harvest  and  that  there 
should  be  plenty  of  food  for  man 
and  beast.  When  Isaiah  wanted 
to  express  God's  wrath  upon  the 
nation,  he  predicted  the  total 
destruction  of  the  harvest. 
These  rural  references  continue 
through  large  portions  of  Isaiah.  | 
God  Messiah  i 

Isaiah  has  perhaps  the  clear¬ 
est  messianic  passage  of  any  of 
the  Old  Testament  scriptures. 
Isaiah  52:13  through  53:12  gives 
very  clear  propretie  references 
of  the  coming  Messiah.  In  this 
passage  there  arc  three  verses 
which  have  special  rural  refer¬ 
ence.  In  53,^AiUung  about  the 
coming  Mes^tti  he  says,  “For 
he  shall  growflp  before  him  as 
a  tender  plant,%nd  as  a  root  out 
of  dry  ground."  Thi.s  evidently 
had  particular  meaning  to  rural 
people,  predicting  the  unexpiect- 
ed  appearance  of  the  Savior. 

Explaining  the  sinfulness  of 
man  and  how  tee  Mestiab  would 
cothe  to  propi^ate  for  that  sin, 
he  says  in  verse  6,  "All  we  like 
sheep  have  gone  astray:  we  have 
turned  everyone  to  his  own  way; 
and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him 
the  inquity  of  us  all.”  Here  is 
Chriat's  forgiving  redemption 
for  a  loet  world.

God's  Dlsappoinment 

Isaiah  felt  that  God  had  given 
exceptionally  rich  privileges  to 
Judah  and  had  provided  for  ev¬ 
ery  necessity  of  life.  He  had 
given  every  opportunity  for  the 
people  of  Judah  and  Israel^  to 
worship.  God  and  to  be  faithful 
to  him.  However,  In  spite  of  the 
goodness  of  God,  the  people  ))«d  i 
‘rebelled  persistently  against  j 
him  and  h^  failed  to  do  what 
God  wanted  them  to  do.  Isaiah 
struggled  vainly  in  an  effort  to 
get  the  nation  to  do  the  will  of 
God. 

In  order  to  make  this  mes¬ 
sage  more  vivid  and  to  put  it 
exactly  in  the  area  where  the 
people  lived,  Isaiah  gives  a  true 
parable.

The  project  calls  for  the  boy  to  fulfill  religious  projects 
un^r  the  guidance  of  his  own  pastor.  The .  ideal  of  the 
aw#rd  is  the  Mtablishment  of  a  spirittial  bond  between  the 
-Scout  and  his  spiritual  advisor,  a  relationship  that  can 
have  far-reaching  effects  In  the  Iwy’s  life.  ITie  award  ia 
conferred  by  the  pastor  in  the  Scout’s  own  church  at  a 
regular  worship  service  of  the  congregation. 

To  meet  its  responsibility'  for  its  boys  every  church 
needs  active  Royal  Ambassador  chapters  for  Juniors  and 
Intermediates.  "This  missionary  education  is  a  vital  part  of 
the  young  Christian's  growtl\  in  service.  The  churches  that 
can  provide  the  leadership  necessary  will  find  an  addition¬ 
al  opportunity  for  character  development  through  church- 
aponaored  and  controlled  Scouting  units. 

The  boy  is  fortunate  ind^  who  grows  up  in  a  church 
that  provides  both.

leges  and  universities  which  re¬ 
ceive  a  substantial  share  of  their 
income  from  a  certain  source 
for  “very  long”  will  develop  de¬ 
pendence  or  solicitude  toward 
that  source.  Or  perhaps  they 
will  change  their  program  and 
objectives. 

R.  Orin  Cornett,  Nashville, 
executive  secretary,  Southern 
Baptist  Education  Commission, 
made  this  observation  about 
proposed  federal  aid  to  all  edu¬ 
cation. 

A  group  of  Jesuit  (Catholic) 
college  presidents  recently  ^ask¬ 
ed  that  the  government’s  aid  to 
*  scientific  education  be  distribu¬ 
ted  to  all  educational  .institu¬ 
tions,  including  church-related 
ones. 

Three  Way  Combination 

Much  of  the  vitality  and  in¬ 
dependence  of  American  higher 
education  is  due  to  the  nation's 
three-way  combination  of  pub¬ 
lic,  independent,  and  church-re¬ 
lated  educational  institutions, 
Cornett  said, 

•  “The  quickest  and  surest  way- 
■'  to  mold  thfse  (three  types  of 
coHeges)  Into  one  undistinguis))-. 
able  pattern”  is  “to  make  them 
all  appreciably  dependent  on  a 
common  source  of  income,’*  he 
continued. 

“Many  suggestions  have  been 
private  and 
church-related  colleges  might 
share  in  federaUaid  to  higher 
education  without  danger  to 
either  the  cherished  principle  of 
church  and  state  (separation) 
or  the  independent  private  col¬ 
leges,”  according  to  Cornett. 

'  Only  one  such  suggestion  “ap¬ 
pears  to  offer  any  real  possibi¬ 
lity,"  he  declared  —  that  fed¬ 
eral  grants  be  made  to  indivi¬ 
dual  students  without  respect  to 
choice  of  college.  Even  that 
“presents  serious  dangers  which 
only  the  most  careful  planning 
can  avoid,"  he  said.

"The  record  shows."  Cornett 
concluded,  “that  Institutions  are 
as  susceptible  as  individuals  to 
the  distortion  of  objectives  and 
Ideals  that  is  caused  inevitably 


when  money  Is  accepted  habitu¬ 
ally  from  sources  not  directly 
identified  with  those  objectives 
and  ideals.”

Urge  Churches  Look  To  Rio 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (BWA)— The  CapHal  Baptist,  pub- 
licatioh  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Baptist  Convention,  sug¬ 
gests  that  churches  should  start  budgeting  now  to  tend  their 
pastors  to  the  Baptist  World  Congress  In  Rio  d#  Janelof#  in 
1960f-  . .  *  , 

"The  cost  of  such  a  trip  might  be  a  burden  to  soma 
churches  to  underwrite  out  of  one  year’s  receipts,”  Editor 
James  O.  Duncan  wrote,  “but  If  it  could  be  spread 'over  two 
or  three  years  it  would  be  much  easier.” 

Mr.  Duncan  estimates  that  $1000  would  send  a  pastor 
both  to  the  Congreas  and  on  a  tour  of  Bouth  American  mis- 
lion  fields.  Twice  that  amount  would  allow  his  wife  to  go  also.  - 

"During  this  year  of  1066  a  portion  could  be  laid  aside;  in 
1950  the  amount  could  be  Increased;  and  ae  by  tha  middle  of 
1060  (when  the  Congrees  meets),  the  total  amount  could  bo 
already  saved  and  proaented  to  the  pastor  as  a  lovo  gift,”  ho 
suggested.  . 

Mr.  Duncan  suggests  further  that  some  cburchae  which 
regularly  give  the  pastor  special  love  gifts  at  ChrleUnas  and 
anniversaries  might  want  to  Inform  theiF' paatora  now  that 
these  occasional  gifts  are  being  set  aside  In  a  special  fund 
ear-marked  for  the  1060  trip.

Fox  spei^  10  hours  a  day  rattling  awayjrn^a  White  House 
typewriter  with^a  furious  but  effective  Iwo-f'inger  system. 

Currently  he  is  hard  at  work  on  the  speech  the  President 
is  scheduled  to  give  on  March  1,  opening  the  annual  Red 
Cross  fund  drive.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  whenever  the  Presi¬ 
dent  makes  a  speech  containing  an  element  of  spiritual  sig¬ 
nificance,  it  is  probable  that  Mr.  Fox  has  had  a  hand  in  it. 

Fox  recently  represented  President  Eisenhower  at  the 
triennial  assembly  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in  St.
